Amateur Radio To the Rescue! 


This is a story about how Ham radio was used to 
save a significant amount of time, inconvenience and 
worry. It also may be used as a tool on your wife or 
significant other, to justify the cost of a mobile HF rig. 


On a fairly bright sunny July Saturday | picked Mike 
up for a trip into the Graham logging area. The 
purpose of the trip was to catch fish. Mike, a ham 
(VE8VDT) and radio technician saw the HF rig in the 
front seat and commented, “Not another radio, I've 
been looking at those all week. This is a fishing trip 
not a ham radio weekend, right?” 


| agreed but added it might come in handy. After a 
two and a half hour drive we arrived at our 
destination. A very secluded lake, 12 miles down old 
cutting roads and skidder trails, off the Graham Road, 
near Camp 602 and known only by a very few 
dedicated fishermen. 


The fishing was great, we camped overnight, enjoyed 
fresh pickerel for two meals and despite a little rain all 
had gone gloriously well. We cleaned the fish, had 
supper Sunday evening and packed up the canoe 
and gear to head home with our prize fillets. | got into 
the truck, started it up to warm it and was surprised 
when it stalled about a minute after starting. 


| attempted to start it again, no go. Mike and | poured 
gas into the carb and it ran briefly. | disconnected the 
fuel pump line and cranked it over, nothing, it was 
kaput. 


“Oh great” | thought. It’s only a 12 hour walk to the 
nearest lodge and the nearest garage in Upsala, 50 
miles away. | pulled the fuel pump twice, cleaning and 
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working it with WD40, but it would not work. 


At 11:00 PM | put the 40 Metre Hamstick element on 
the bumper radioed out a request for assistance to 
Ayd K9DHR. As he was at his camp in Upper 
Wisconsin and didn’t have a phone, he used 2 
Metres to call his friend Jack Peterson KC9NE in 
Eagle River, Wisconsin. | asked Jack to call my 
sister in Thunder Bay and ask her to call Wawang 
Lake Lodge and see if they could pick us up. | was 
sure the owner knew of the lake as he had minnow 
traps and took bear hunters in. We held on 
frequency and Jack advised us, at 11:30, that they 
would look for us first thing in the morning. It was 
easier to sleep knowing people were aware of our 
situation. 


At 8:30 AM we heard the sound of a horn. Mike ran 
out to the main road and met James, the son of the 
lodge owners. He asked to see the radio so we 
showed him, also | pulled the fuel pump out again 
and took it with me. 


After a 45 minute truck ride we arrived at the lodge, 
where by good fortune, there was a fuel pump the 
same as mine, fitted on a ‘77 Chev. We removed the 
Chev pump, drove back to our truck, installed it and 
drove out; a very lucky stroke indeed. Back at the 
Wawang Lake Lodge, the owners wife asked only 
that we reimburse her for the gas and return the fuel 
pump, very generous of these people after the help 
they had been to us. Their teenage daughter, 
Tasmin, was very interested in the radio gear and 
would like some info on how she could become a 
ham as well. So now | will always carry my ham 
radio and the socket set when off the beaten track 
in Northwestern Ontario...73 de Glen Wallace 
VESICY.
